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Crocodile Tears for Maximilian,
Wa koow of nothing so despioable as that
abandoned partisapship which prostitutes
évery event to its own base onds. One would
have thought it fmpossible for anybody to
attempt to make politienl capital out of the
recent tragic death of the ill-fated Maximilian;
but our Copperhead contemporary of Chesnut
stréet has shown itsell competent to the
task.’ It seos nothing sad, herolo, of touch-
ing the untimely taking off of the
young Prince. It gooks mot for the
true causes of that tarrible work. It only
geos in it an ocoasion —and & foroed occa-
gion at that—for an attack upon the Repabli-
oan y in the United States. Maximilian’s
death, and his last words, *‘ Poor Catlotia "
are prostituted to the base purposes of parti-
san malignity. They are made the text for
falgehood and hypocrisy to presch a sermon
upon against the *‘ radicals.”’

These terrible ‘“‘radicals,” what horrid fel-
lows they must be, to be sure! Every unto-
ward event, whether at home or abroad,
whether in enrth or sky, is laid to their charge.
If busineas is dull, the radicals are to blame
for it. If business is overdone, the radicals
have caused the inflation. If the rains descend
and flood the earth, it is the radicals
that are at the bottom of it. If drouths
parch, or hurricanes Dblow, or storms
devastate, it is all the radicals. If the
Indiaps  devastate our frontier, the
radicals are responsible for it. If a conserva-
iive mob breaks up a peacelul Convention aund

perpetrates a massaore, it is stitl the radioals
who are to blame. When Maximilian invaded
Mexico it was the radiculs who wore at faalt.

And now, when Juarez shoots Maximilisn, it
is still the radicals who are denounoed for it}

But the smooth-tongued hy poorite who thus
attempls to manufacture parlisan capital ot

of the lifa-blood of the nnfobtanste Maximilian,
is forced to resort to falsshood Lo give a sem-
blance of truth to his averments, He charges
that the general tone of the Republican pross

" has justified the exvoution of Maximilisn,
“Served him right,’’ he says, is the prevailing
gentiment of Republicans, The oharge is
false. The general tone of the Republican
press has been one of desp sympathy for the
unfortunate Prince, and of indignation agains
his murderers. At the ssme tivie the cawse
of truth has demanded that the favts in
the carcer of the fallen Emperor, which
serve Lo show that he too had resorted to acts
of gimilar oruelty, should not be suppresssd.
Because we denounce the murder of Maxi-
milian by order of Juarez, it i3 no reason that
wo shounld cover up the equally oruel and bar-
barous execution of Orteaga and Lis brother
Liberal officers by command of Maximilian.
Nor would our contemporary have done so,
had its purpose been honest and pure.

And by what right doss a contemptible Cop-
perhead sheet like the Age, a paper that duy-
ing odr whole great war for the Union was a
stehoh in the nostrils of every loyal citizen, so
that a decent man was ashamed to be seen with
8 oopy of it in his possession—a paper that re-
Jolved at Rebel victories and mourned over
Rebol defeats, and thateven in this very articls
says that the flag of the Union during that
sublime contest for freedom and republican gov-
ernment ‘‘was no smblem of glory or beanty” —
& paper that at this day labors with a siokly
sentimentality to invest with the honors of

opinions and general charaoter of itsa contem-
poraries 7 Its bare toleration for the past five
yoars in a community like ours, where its
blatant disloyalty has been a constant offense
10 nine-tenths of the best citizens, is a atriking
example of the practical freedom of the press
in this conntry,

However, we can see that there are two
nses which snoh a aheet may subserve:—First,
it goes to show what wre the ryeal senti-
ments and  acluating motivey of the pre-
pent leaders of the Domooratis party in
Pennsylvania. 1t furnishes a constany dis.
play of the vilest spirit of Copperhendism.
Aund secondly, in that not distant day
when, to have been a Copperhend pow
will be as mush of a reproach as it is at th;
present day to have been a Copperhead, or
Tory, in the times of the Rovolution, such
an article as the one we are now commenting
ou will be a valnable docnment for the future
higtorian in hia searches after the truth with
reference to our own times.

The Indian Difliculties,

thing about the actual condition of affairs on
our wostorn ffontier, which is now the theatre
of war between the whites and the Indiaus, to
yead the commoents of most of the Enstern
pewspapers in regard to the subjeot. 1L i3 evi-
dagit that most of our editors have studied the
'  charsoter in Fennimore Cooper's novels,
ather than in the history of the country. The

the newspaper theoriita, but it is not the Ih-
dian of fuet, It i3 not the Indisn who sweeps
down upon the defenseless settlaments of the
frontier, murdering and burning withont
mercy. It is not the Indian who lies in wall
for our emigrant trains orossing the Plains, to
rob them of their stook, plander them of thoir
goods, murder the men and carry the women
and ohildron into captivity. It is mot the In.
dian with whom we are now at war.

The wild Indian of the Plains is a savage.
Ho lives by plundar and the chase, He has
no fixed abode, no enltivated fields, His maln
dependence Is wpon the immense herds of
buffalo that rosm over the Plaing east of the
Rocky Mountains. Until within a few years
he has comé in contaot with the whites but
vary slightly. But the rapid settlement of
the interior Territories, caused by the dis-
coveries in them of the precious metals, is
bringing these savages of the Plaing and the
whites into constant oontact. Roads are being
opened in every direction. The buffaloss are
being frightened from their customary pastare
grounds. The forces of olvilization begin to
vrowd upon the Indian from all sldes. Aa a
consequonce, wo witness ocolliston and strife.
The savage yields unkindly to fats, Buarba-
rism struggles against the conqgueat of civili:
gution.

Now this contest is not to be satiled by
treaties and presents of goods and ‘‘big
talks’ with head-men and ohiofs. The only
wiy to seftle it is either for the whita peopla
to give up the iden of ocoupying the interior,
or to remove the Indinn from the regions he
now oocupies, If he shall remain, his extor-
mination is only a question of time. The
rapid destrootion of his means of subsistence
will of itsell soon gettle the problem. Thers
is no possibility of permanent peace and of
saving the Indlan at all, exospt by setting
apart some reservation, and colonizing him on
it as soon as possible, Tha progress of the
Pacific Railrond, the peopling of our interior
Territories, and the general development of
that portion of the country, cannot go forward
and the Indians be allowed to réemain upon
the Plains. They must be removed, or they
will be exterminated.

We trust that the Government will soon taks
hold of this matter in a ¢comprehensive apirit,
and decide upon a general plan of aoction, so
that its efforts may ba constantly directed to
some practical end. That end should be the
colonization of the Indians by themselves upon
reservations at the earliest possible moment.

Street Cleaning in Our City,.

Tue extramely hot weather that we have been
experiencing for some time past ought to
stimulate our public anthorities to the taking
of some more efficient mensures for the cleaning
of the ¢ity, That our streets are in a disgrace-
ful condition is apparent to every one, It i3
not too much to say that the contraoctors hav-
ing the street-cleaning job are failing in every
iwportant particular. Not only are the streets
rarely cleaned, but when an ostensible attempt
is made to do so, the work is done in such a
slip-shod, slovenly manner, that it amounts
to almost nothing at all. Frequently we ses
the heaps of fllth collected in the streets by
the sweepers left for days, to he gone over and
trampled down and scaltered by passing
tenmg. Finally a few carts make their ap-
pearance and gather up the remainder, leaving
the streets almost as dirty as they were before,
We have observed this thing repeatedly in our
largest thoroughfares.

Without multiplying words, it is suflilcient
to say that the streets of our city arein an
exoeedingly bad condition. The nataral and
inevitable result, in the present hot weather,
must be a large increase in our bills of sick,
ness and death. The masses of onr popula-
tion are obliged to remain in the city during
the entire summer. They are unable to
escapé, even for a few days, to the purer air of
the conntry. They must stay here with their
families, and encounter whatever perils the
negligence or incompatency of our authorities
ghall bring upon us.

Now, we only aver what every man of com-
mon sense knows, that there is no peculiar,
inherent difficulty about this street-oleaning
business, It is a simple, straightforward job.
There is no scarcity of either horses, carts, or
hands. And there is no good reason why
every street in this city should not be cleaned
at least once a week, and all onr most im-
portant thoroughfares every other day, or
even every day. The work only needs to be
taken hold of by men of energy and determi-
nation, who honestly intend to do it, and not
to slight it and Lalf do it. It is a reproach to
our oity that 8o simple and yeti o neoassary &
work, one 50 intimately connected with the
comfort and health of the peoples, should be so
negligenily and illy performed. We are by
no means free from the danger of pestilence;
and certainly the present filthy condition of
the ity is & direct invitation to its ravages.

A Good Use of Money.
D, Driow, Bag,, one of the most promingnt
ospitalisty of New York, has followed the wise
“xample set Ly the Hon. Kara Cornell and the
Hou. Ang Packer, the founders of the Cornell
and Lehigy Universities, by devoting a large
share of hig fortdne, while still living, to the
establishwent of g yohool of lenrning. Men of
fortune who desirg thyg to account for their
stewardship have usually besn coutent to oon-
tinue the scoumulation of wealth until their
death, aud then to found or endow edacational
institutions by provisiouy in their wills. But
it is surely the beter plan to perform suoh
genarons deeds while they are yat living, that
with their own eyes they may behold the first
generosity. The Lehigh University, at South
Bethlochem, T'a., aud tho Cornall Uniyeraity, st
Ithacs, N. Y., are getting fairly under way,
and 'with their magnificent endowmangy of hall

be known as “The Drew Theologionl Bohool'
of the Methodist Episoopal Churoh, We doubt
if any other Divinity Bohool in the United
States has go largs & fund ag this on which te
draw for support; and sueh being the case, we
ran no risk of proving oarselves Lo be false
prophets by predioting that bafore many years
the Drew Theologioal School will becomo the
most floorishing in the country. The Metho-
dist denomination i8 one of the largest and
most influential in the United States; and
through the magnificent genaroaity of Mr.
Drew, the candidates for admission into ita
ministry will hereafller enjoy opportnnities
for study and culture which have haretofors
been denied to many of them. Ignorance in
the pulpit is even more objectionable than itis
in any other calling, while thorough cultiva-
tion in all departments of knowledge is one of
the mout powerful agenoies for good that can
be wielded by the Christisn ministry. For
these reasons, Mr. Drew will have the happy
oonsolation in his declining years of knowing
that the vast wealth which industry aud in-
tegrity have enabled him to acquire, is baing
devoted to the best and noblest purpose.

The location of the new Divinity School has
alréndy been selected by Mr. Drew, who re-
oently completed the purchase of a fine estate
of two hundred and twenty-five acres, situated
just in the edge of the village of Madison,
New Jersey, oun the Mlne of the Morris and
Essex Railroad, and distant abont twenty-eight
miles from the city of Kew York, This estate
is knmown as “The Forest,” and about one-
third of it is covered with a splendid growth of

trees, already laid out with drives and walks,
and rivalling in beanty and extent the famous
groves which are attached to the English seats
of learning. One side of the estate is bordered
for a distance of & mile and a half by one of
the finest roads in New Jersey, and over half
of this is enclosad by a massive stone wall
which is unegnalled by any other in that seo-
tion of the United States,

A number of buildings are already upon the
ground, one of them being o magnificant stone
mansion, ercoted at a cost of §00,000 about
Lthirty years ago, by a former proprietor of the
estate, This mansion consists of a main build-
ing with a frontage of sixty-five feel, while on
eithor side thers is a large wing, making the
rear line over one hundred feet in length. The
entire structure is built in the most substan-
tial and attractive manner, the floors of the
porticos and hallg being laid with marble, and
altogether itcontains about forty different apart-
ments; furnished in the most elegant modern
style. There are likewise upon the grounds an
attractive stone-built cottage, nconvenient farm-
house, and numerous out-buildings, includiog
a large and substantial barn of brick, all of
which can be turned to good account for the
purposes of the seminary. In addition to
these, it is the intention of Mr, Drew to devote
$160,000 to extending the buildings, and
among the nmew ones to be ereoted are four
handsome residences for the professors. The
sum paid by Mr. Drew for the premisesin
their present condition was $160,000, so that
of the original endowment there will still re-
main $200,000 after the projected improve-
ments are carried ont, for the purpose of pay-
ing the gurrent expenses of the institution and
providing a library and other accessories on
an equality with the whole undertaking.

Three members of the corps of profeasors
have already been seleoted, and from the
national reputation which these gentlemen
enjoy, the educational advantages of the new
Divinity School will not fall short of its gene-
rous endowment and happy lecation. The
Rev. John MoClintock, D. D., formerly Pastor
of the American Chapel in Paris, and one of
the most popular divines in the denomination,
is the President. The Professorship of His-
torical Theology is to be filled by the Rev. B.
H. Nadal, D. D., Pastor of the Trinity Metho-
dist Episcopal Church of this oity, and the
Professorship of Exegetictl Theology by the
Rev. J. W, Lindsay, D. D, of the New York
Conference, formerly a Professor in the Was-
leyan University at Middletown, Conn., and
President of Lima College, New York. The
Professor of Dogmatical Theology is yet to be
soleoted.
